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Germany Is Still | 


The Biggest Issue 


While there is bound to be consider- 
able disappointment with the surface 
results of the Big Four Conference, actu- 
ally more was accomplished than anyone 
thought possible a month ago. The greatest 
achievement, perhaps, is the establishment 
of tter relations between the heads of 
governments—without which there could 
be no possible “easing of tensions.” 

If the Russians genuinely want to end 
the cold war. President Eisenhower has 
established a basis for a step-by-step pro- 
gram of doing so. If he failed to convince 


the Soviet leaders that this nation wants 
peace, they cannot be persuaded. If they, 
in turn. want to establish a basis for real 


“coexistence,” a platform for action has 
been started. 

No one really expected an agreement 
on Germany. This is a tough problem that 
will require many months of negotiation 
and hard bargaining. The Soviet cannot 
reallv believe that the West will aban- 
don NATO nor accept an entirely “neu- 
tral” Germany. But Russian fears of Ger- 
many are understandable. 

If Germany is reunited, the Kremlin 
argues, within a few years she could be- 
come the same menace to Russia that she 
was in 1941. The seemingly impossible 

ilemma of that divided country will 
continue for a long time to be the most 
pressing problem of European security. 

While Geneva did not end the cold 
war, the Big Four and the world now 
know the obstacles that must e over- 
come. And the Soviet Union must know 
that the United States wants peace but 
will not sacrifice its principles to attain it. 

The cordiality of the Soviet leaders 
at the conference indicates they sincerely 
want an easing of tensions—at least tem- 
porarily. If that is their mood, it can be 
attained but not on the basis of conces- 
sions that would undo the careful and 
expensive security framework the West 
was forced into by Communist aggression. 

At this point, it appears that the world 
has moved further away from war. The 
long and tedious negotiations ahead will 
be a trying period but there is no reason 
for the West to fear if it can maintain its 
unity and strength. 


Cordell Hull Was One 


@f America’s Greatest 


Cordell Hull will be recognized by his- 
tory as one of the greatest of Americans. 
Although he did not receive the acclaim 
due him as a national hero and world 
statesman, he charted the course of US. 
foreign policy that today makes it possi- 
ble for this nation to fulfill its 
of leadership of free peoples. 

The beloved Tennessean, born ih a log 
cabin, spent his entire adult life in the 
public service. After 24 years in Con- 
gress, he inherited the bankrupt foreign 
policies of the 1920s when as secretary of 
state under Franklin D. Roosevelt he 
Ssougcnt a way oO 
by the isolationism of the Harding-Cool- 
IcZze era 

Patiently and with great skill, Secre- 
tary Hull laid the groundwork for a non- 
partisan foreign palicy, for a realistic 
trade agreements program, for the “good 
neighbor” policy toward Latin America 
and for the United Nations. The late Pres- 
ident Roosevelt described him as the 
“father of the U.N.” 

The broad policies that 
have become the core of United States’ 
Giplomacy. They have been adopted by 
both Democrats and Republicans as the 
only sensible approach to world problems

and the only method by which this coun- 
try can fulfill its mission. He realized our 
responsibilities as the most powerful na- 


tion on earth, and the country itself has 
accepted his teachings.

The fee was not 
announced.

Inadequate Highways 


Prove V ery Expensive 


Bad roads are dangerous. They exact 
a big toll in dead and injured. Further- 
more, they cost the nation’s motorists bil- 
lions of dollars each year. 


The American Automobile Manufac- 
turers’ Association, which has an under- 
standabie interest in such things, has 
compiled figures which show that in- 
creased gasoline, brake and tire costs due 
to inadequate roads cost $1,300,000,000 
annually. Traffic accidents on substandard 
highways cost another $1,700,000,000. 
Commercial vehicles lose $1,800,000,000 
worth of time because of traffic jams and 
extra breakdowns each year. 


The situation is bad, but it will be 
worse before it gets any better. In 1946 
there were 28,100,118 cars registered in 
the United States. By the end of 1954 the 
number was 48,498,870. There has been 
a lot of paving, widening and expressway 
building during this period, of course, but 
car registrations far outstrip road im- 
provements. 

America as a whole and Georgia in 
particular lag far behind in keeping the 
highways abreast of the times. Road build- 
ing is expensive, but it appears that the 
lack of a far-sighted road-building pro- 
gram in the long run is even more expen- 
sive.

Tax Equalization Holds 
Key to Financial Ills 


No amount of reorganization or saving 
of funds is going to solve the state’s finan- 
cial ills until tax equalization is a fact 
throughout Georgia. The present structure 
can never produce enough money to foot 
all the bills in the state’s 159 counties, 
109 of which receive more from the state 
treasury than they pay into it. 

In effect, 50 counties are subsidizing 
the other 109. This situation is likely to 
continue, regardless of the tax structure, 
but there is a limit to how much these 50 
counties can pay. In other words, the 
subsidies are certain to become less since 
they cannot forever pay more and more 
state taxes while called upon for more 
and more local taxes to take care of prob- 
lems of growth. 


All counties should pay their just share 
of taxes for their own upkeep. While the 
larger counties will continue to pay more 
into the state treasury, they cannot for- 
ever make up the deficiencies of the coun- 
ties and communities whose tax structures 
are completely unrealistic. As the system 
now stands, the economic progress of the 
state is being held back and the counties 
who refuse to face facts are the ones who 
will suffer most in the long run. 


Georgia's per capita state tax, after the 
recent special session of the General As- 
sembly, will be about $74. This is actually 
lower than those of South Carolina, Ala- 
bama, Louisiana, North Carolina and 
Florida. But it does not take into account 
that the people who live in the larger 
counties are paying much greater equiva- 
lent amounts to maintain services at an 
adequate level. 

The entire state would benefit from 
tax equalization—not just the big coun- 
ties. Until it becomes a fact, there will 
be no end to recurrent financial crises in 
state government. The counties who refuse 
to help themselves will suffer most.

Georgians Pay the Penalty 


For Outmoded Tax Systems 


Georgia found itself in a grave financial dilemma last month when 
the General Assembly was called to raise new taxes. 


The legislators chose a $45 mil- 
lion tax bill instead of a $60 million 
tax bill. It was the lesser of two 
evils. 

However, the answer to the 
problem of finance in Georgia still 
has not been tackled. A tax system, 
designed for the day when Georgia 
had a predominantly agricultural 
economy, is still being used. And, 
as is the general tendency, there 
is a great reluctance to change 
this system. 

Nevertheless, the need for such 
a change is necessary if we are 
ever to keep Georgia's taxation 
system abreast of its growing 
economy. As it stands now we will 
he faced with periodic needs to 
raise more taxes to provide for 
more and more state needs: 

It seems to us that the Griffin 
administration is only prolonging 
a difficult situation if it does not 
begin a study of means for bring- 
ing about a more equitable taxation 
system across all the state. 

Troup County found out the gross 
unfairness of the state’s taxation 
methods in its recent move at 
equalizing its own tax rates. The 
result was that Troup County was 
faced with a great loss of revenue 
from utilities because of the dis- 
gustingly inadequate means for 
fair taxation. 

As long as the unfair system of 
7 


taxation is maintained by the state 
of Georgia and its many, many 
other counties, Georgians will go 
on being fooled by thinking they 
are “saving money” with unfair 
county tax methods. They are fool- 
ing themselves because they are 
“paying dearly’’ for supporting out- 
moded tax collection systems 
under the disguise of “‘soaking the 
outsiders.”’ 

The sooner each county in Geor- 
gia, and the state government too, 
begins to seek a fair and equal- 
ized tax system the better. We'll 
find our answer to tax problems 
in a system which keeps abreast 
of a growing economy instead of 
hanging on to the past and charg- 
ing us double because of it.

Geneva Diplomacy 
Is Open to World 


GENEVA—Reporters here on the spot and the 
public and members of the U.S. Congress can have 
no valid complaint about secret diplomacy at this 


Big Four Conference. There has never been more visible, more open, 
more thoroughly reported diplomacy at the summit than we witnessed 
at Geneva last week. There were not only no secret agreements, 
there were virtually no secrets about the discussions at the con- 


ference table at which President 


Eisenhower, Prime Minister Bul- 


ganin, Prime Minister Eden and Premier Faure gathered every 


afternoon at 4 o'clock. 

The relative openness of these 
negotiations was far different from 
what the four foreign ministers— 
Mr. Dulles, Mr. Molotov, Mr. Mac- 
millan and Mr. Pinay—planned 
when they met at San Francisco 
last month. 

The press policy which was then 
projected as to be “open conve- 
nants secretly arrived at.’’ This 
meant virtually sealing off the con- 
ference room from any public 
knowledge—an attempt at a full 
week of private, unpublicized, un- 
reported, unleaked conversations 
among the four heads of govern- 
ment. This was also what Sir Win- 
ston Churchill had in mind when 
he originally advanced the sum- 
mit proposal. 

It didn’t happen that way—for 
two reasons: 

One reason is that President Ei- 
senhower never wanted it that 
way. He didn’t believe such elab- 
orate secrecy was either desirable 
or possible and at his last press 
conference before he left Washing- 
ton for Europe he remarked: “I 
would hope we would keep you 
gentlemen (correspondents) as 
fully informed as possible.” 

The second reason is that James 
C. Hagerty, White House press sec- 
retary, took such forthright initia- 
tive when he got here for sub- 
stantial daily briefings that the de-

There was a story out of Ft. Benning the other day about the 
14-year search of Capt. Murray E. Horton, a plans and operations 
officer, for the brother from whom he had beeri separated since 
babyhood. 

Capt. Horton has been reunited with his older brother, Elroy 
Larkin, of Chatham, Mass. 

“I’m glad the search is over. It’s kind of a grand féeling,”’ 
the Army officer was quoted as saying. 


There’s always something appealing about these long-lost 
brother and sister stories. Every few months there’s one in the 
news and occasionally you read of a case where a mother or 
father is reunited with a child after a lifetime of separation. 


Sometimes the reunions come after years of frustrating and 
heartbreaking search. Capt. Horton’s parents were separated 
shortly after he was born. His mother took him, his father took 
his brother. His mother died when he was about three years old 
and he was reared by foster parents. 


“T heard a rumor that I had a brother,”’ he said. ‘‘But I was 
unable to locate him. I started the search in 1941 when the lady 
who raised me during my early life hinted that I had an older 
brother.’’ 


The dogged persistence of the man who wrote letters all 
over the world, made phone calls and traveled great distances 
in search of this vague and shadowy brother appeals to me. 


“J guess the reason I’m so fascinated by this show of frater- 
nal interest is that the brother and sisters in my household 
would like nothing better than a. long and, sometimes I 
fear, permanent separation from one another. They have been 
reared together. They have been through times of joy and times 
of travail together. They are presumably bound by many com. 
mon ties—and I bet 30 or 40 years from now they woyldn’t walk 
across the street to greet each other. 


In this season of family reunions I get a little wistful contem- 
plating a future when my descendants won’t be gathering at 
Grant Park or beside some north Georgia lake to eat fried 
chicken and reminisce. 


I always fancied myself sitting under a Gnade tree, dangling 
the youngest on my knee, while countless grandchildren and 
great-grandchildren gather around paying tribute to me as the 
matriarch of the clan. 


This affection for great family to-do’s comes from having 
been an only child, no doubt, with little kin closer than remote 
cousins. I love the idea of venerable aunts and uncles deployed 
about the picnic grounds talking about old times and looking 
with benign pride on their descendants. ’ 


The reason I know I’m to be denied this joy in my old age 
is that right now my three are not speaking to each other. They 
talk plenty, but their manner reminds me of the minister who 
once spoke of horizontal prayers—the one aimed at the congrega- 
tion instead of to God. ,

Atlanta is a proud and beautiful city. It has more 
than its share of beauty, wealth and luxury, of magnifi- 
cent buildings and fine homes. 


And wherever they go, Atlantans like to brag on 
the progress, the prosperity and the loveliness of their 
home town. 


But there are a lot of homes that Atlantans don’t 
brag about—25 per cent of the city’s houses. 


These are the slums and blighted areas that many 
Atlantans would rather forget. It’s easier on the con- 
science to ignore them and pretend they don’t exist. 


Indeed, many Atlantans don’t even know the slums 
exist, because most of the miserable hovels are off the 
beaten’ track — just a few blocks from the main 

‘ thoroughfares.

Downtown Atlanta is almost surrounded by these 
blighted residential sections that have been left to 
flounder in their own squalor while the city marched 
off in shining glory toward the suburbs. 


Two of the worst of these sections are just to the 
south and to the east of Atlanta’s downtown “Golden 
Heart.” One is known as the McDaniel street area just 
south of Whitehall. The other is known variously as 
Black Bottom, Blackberry Bottom or Buttermilk Bot- 
tom. It is just east of Piedmont avenue, between Au- 
burn, North avenue and Parkway drive. 


Some scenes from those two sections are shown on 
this page. They are potentially highly valuable, strategic 
areas with unlimited possibilities for redevelopment. 
But they have been forgotten, neglected as Atlanta has 
grown outward and commercial expansion has moved 
north from the older\sections in ribbon development 
along Peachtree Ridge. 

Federal and state urban renewal laws now provide 
Atlanta with an instrument to go into these blighted 
areas, Clear them out, redevelop and rehabilitate them. 

Private developers already are eyeing those sections 
with interest, giving the city an opportunity and a chal-
